S M A L L DAMAGE IN RUSHVILLE 


Window Glasses Blown in And One 


House is Unroofed— Loss of 


Life in State. 


On this, the day that spring was 
supposed to be oiheiaily ushered in, 
a gale of great ferocity blew and 
whipped itself into a fury, and caused 
thousands of dollars worth of dam­ 
age all over Rush county. 
All of the loss reported was of 
property. Xo one in the county was 
injured by falling limbs or pieces of 
roofs and sheds that 
were 
blown 
-about at random by the strong wind. 
The cold wave, which was predic­ 
ted for this morning, and which came 
according to schedule, is to be suc­ 
ceeded by warmer weather tomorrow. 
There is still some hope entertained 
by people who are planning for their 
part in the Easter parade that they 
will not be disappointed. 
The weather bureau said yesterday 
there would be a drop of thirty de­ 
grees between last night 
and 
this 
morning at seven o’clock. Instead 
the cold wave was a little late in ar­ 
riving in Rushville. The mercury re­ 
corded the same 
temperature 
this 
morning as it did yesterday morning 
.at seven o’clock, 55 degrees 
above. 
But within four hours this morning 
there had been a drop of fifteen de­ 
grees. 
The 
temperature 
remained 
stationary at forty dgrees the re­ 
mainder of the day. 
Probably the greatest damage done 
in the county was on B. F. Miller’s 
farm two miles southeast of Glen- 
wood. The roof of the house on the 
farm was lifted off and scattered to 
the four winds. 
Clayton Spacey is 
the tenant on the farm. 
The minature cyclone hit the house 
about seven o’clock while the mem­ 
bers of the family were still indoors. 
Xone of them was hurt which is con­ 
sidered rather miraculous. 
A dense 
woods lies to the north and the west 
of the house, and it is thought that 
a suction was caused by this, which 
resulted in the roof being lifted off. 
Mr. Miller had .£‘200 cyclone insur­ 
ance oil the house, which will cover 
the loss. 
The roofs were blown off 
of five corn sheds on the farm and 
trees were blown down 
and 
other 
slight damage done in the vicinity. 
Many of the county telephone lines 
were in trouble today because of the 
high wind and the reports of the 
damage 
are 
necessarily meagre. 
There was not a telephone line in the 
county on which one or more poles 
were not blown down. 
In many parts of the county large 
trees were uprooted but the damage 
to buildings was not very great. 
There were several instances where 
the roofs of small outbuildings were 
blown off and parts of the roofs of 
larger buildings were scattered. 
The velocity of the wind increased 
as the morning progressed here in 
Rushville. 
It was abated about ten 
o’clock and gradually grew weaker 
as the day wore on. 
A few trees 
here in the city were blown down. 
Slight- damage was done 
to 
the 
cluster lights. 
The large globes on 
the top of several of the pedestals 
were blown off and smashed. Several 
window glasses were blown out by 
the force of the wind. 
A glass in the second story of the 
I. & C. general office fell crashing to 


the 
sidewalk 
about 
seven-thirty 
o’clock. 
The top third of the large 
glass in the front of Wolcott’s drug 
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Mr. and Mrs. Robert L. Tompkins 
arrived home yesterday evening from 
a very interesting trip through the 
southwest. 
While in 
Texas, 
they 
crossed the Rio Grande into Mexico. 
They did not tarry long, however, af­ 
ter th,ey had a glimpse of some revo­ 
lutionists. 
Mr. and Mrs. Tompkins 
arrived just a day too late to see a 
bull fight. 
The town was still deco­ 
rated for the gala occasion. “I saw a 
lot of fine country,” said Mr. Tomp­ 
kins, “but nothing to equal that along 
the I. & C. between here and Mor­ 
ristown a s we were coming home.”

ed a very restless night. 
A report given out by a lawyer in 
Newcastle yesterday was to the effect 
that Hayes did not bear a good repu­ 
tation. 
This has been investigated 
and found to be untrue, *the Newcas­ 
tle Courier says. Hayes, who is only 
20 years old, lias always 
borne 
a 
good reputation and has never been in 
trouble before. 
On the contrary 
Varner is said not to bear the best 
reputation. 
He has 
had 
domestic 
trouble on several occasions and two 
or three times he or his wife lias filed 
suit for divorce, but they always be­ 
came reconciled. 
Al C. Varner is still in jail in New­ 
castle, no bond having been secured. 
The charge against him 
is assault 
and battery with intent to kill. 


Fire Loss Will 
Amount to 
Several 


Hundred Dollars— Two Horses 


Perished in Flames. 


ORIGIN OF 
BLAZE 
UNKNOWN 


A large barn on the Hester Kinder 
farm, two miles southwest of Fair- 
view, was destroyed by fire yester­ 
day afternoon. The barn was a mass 
of flames when the fire was discover­ 
ed. 
The loss will amount to several 
hundred dollars, the heavy loser be­ 
ing Clarence Carr, who resides on the 
Kinder farm. 
Mr. Carr 
lost 
two 
horses, and all his farming 
imple­ 
ments besides a 
large 
amount of 
grain. 
The barn contained five tons 
of hay and a large amount of corn. 
Mr. Carr carried $150 insurance on 
the two horses that perished. 
The 
barn was also insured but the amount 
will not cover the loss. Mr. 
Carr 
was away from home at the time 
and the origin of the fire 
is 
not 
known. A farm hand did the feeding 
at noon and at this time he noticed 
nothing wrong.

That tlie public service commission 
of Indiana, when it begins its en­ 
forcement of the public utility com­ 
mission act, will regulate the gas 
prices of Rushville, is the impression 
that has been gained by many people. 
1 lie wide variance in the price of 
natural gas—one company charging 
40 cents a thousand and the otliei 
two 15 cents a thousand-—is a con­ 
dition the regulation of which the 
utility law was passed. 
The com­ 
mission will have tlie power, it is 
interpreted by the 
law, 
to either 
raise the rates or lower the rates. 
Some question 
has been 
raised 
whether the commission will have the 
power to disregard existing city fran­ 
chises and contracts. 
There is little 
doubt in the minds of Rushville a t­ 
torneys who have read the act but 
that the commission will not be bound 
by anv city contract for franchise. 
They argue that it’ the commission’s 
hands were so tied, the act would be 
w orthless. 
The Rushville Natural Gas com­ 
pany has a franchise which will not 
expire for many years 
and 
which 
places no limit on the prfcre which 
may be charged for gas. 
The com­ 
mission could not make the charge 
by all gas companies equal unless 
it was empowered to disregard city 
franchises or contracts. 
It is being pointed out that anoth­ 
er condition existing here can he done 
away with by the state commission. 
This is the agreement made by the 
three g a s companies that they will 
not take a patron from a competing 
company even though 
the 
patron 
makes demand. 
But there would lie no occasion for 
the commission to compel gas com­ 
panies to do away with the agree­ 
ment, which is considered illegal, if 
the rates were equalized. 
Patrons, 
for instance, would not 
desire 
to 
change, a s they do now, for a 40 
cent company to a 15 cent one, be­ 
cause the rate charged by all would 
be the same. 
There was a time in Rushville when 
the g a s companies took on every pa­ 
tron that demanded a change from 
one company to the other. 
It was a 
“cut-throat”’ 
game 
from start to 
finish and the gas companies fought 
like so many cats and dogs. 
But 
they finally arrived at the conclusion 
that they were wasting a lot of mon­ 
ey by continually changing patrons 
from one company to 
another. In 
some cases they had connected a 
transient consumer up until he moved 
into another property, and if that 
property were not 
connected 
with 
the gas company he desired, the com­ 
pany would have to pipe the property 
forthwith. 
When the companies realized they 
were spending a lot of money 
for 
what they considered nothing in re­ 
turn, they reached a “gentleman’s” 
agreement not to take a consumer 
from a competitor. 
About ten years ago there was a 
movement on foot to 
combine 
the 
three gas companies into a compact 
whole and divide the dividends ac­ 
cording to the investment. 
The ne­ 
gotiations fell through, it is said, be­ 


cause one 
company wanted 
more 
than its share. 


There is little doubt but that the

H. E. Barnard, 
state 
food 
and 
drug commissioner, in 
his 
bulletin 
telling of pure food 
work 
done in 
February, discusses the W. W. Spen­ 
cer amendment 
to 
the 
weights 
and measures law, commenting on the 
dolalrs the amended law will save the 
Indiana housewife. The provision of 
the law wherein all commodities must 
be sold by standard weight and meas­ 
ure, will do away entirely with the 
common practice of selling goods bv 
bulk or basket, says the bulletin. 
This time it is the iceman who is 
the target for the assault. No more 
may ice be doled out to the house­ 
wife or placed in refrigerators bv the 
“chunk. 
The practice of dividing a 
block of ice into 
several 
different 
pieces and then selling it by the piece 
must cease, according to a letter jnst 
sent out by the state inspector to all 
the city and county in sp e c to rs in In­ 
diana. 
“The weights and measures law as 
amended at the last session of the 
legislature, among other things, pro­ 
vide- that all commodities shall be 
sold by standard weight or measure,” 
the 
letter 
savs. 
“This 
provision 
makes illegal the former practice of 
selling by basket, box or lump, and 
is especially applicable to the regula­ 
tion of the sale of ice. 
Under the 


provisions of the law, ice can be sold 
legally only by weight or measure, 
and you are hereby instructed to re­ 
quire that all ice be weighed when de 
live red, and the price determined on 
the basis of that weight. 
“Your attention is further called 
to the fact that the law as amended 


m a k e s it a misdemeanor not only to 
sell or offer for sale less than the 
quantity represented, but in addition 
penalizes the servant or agent, who 
delivers Ies> than the 
quantity 
he 
represents. 
In 
other 
words, 
the 
dealer in ice -hall require payment 
not for the ice which leaves his plant, 
but the actual delivery made to the 
consumer.” 
The state inspector also sent out 
a notice to all deputy inspectors, or­ 
dering them to pay special attention 
to the weight of all butter being sold 
in their particular districts. 
Break­ 
ing up the practice of butter d ealers 
charging for the weight of wooden 
dishes or paper cartonscontainingthe 
butter is desired. 
Recent reports to 
the state department 
showed 
fre­ 
quent sales 
of 
fourteen-ounce-to- 
the-pound butter. Mr. Barnard said.

That Dr. Friedmann, the German 
specialist who believes he has a cure 
for tuberculosis, will not get out of 
New York for some time and that he 
can not accommodate all the patients 
coming to see him, is revealed in a 
statement made by him yesterday.

Two Rushville men have offered a 
hundred dollars each to start a fund 
to be used to take Rush county pa­ 
tients suffering with the disease to 
the noted specialist. 
It

from the latest 
developments that 
Rush county people will have to be 
content for the present and wait. Dr. 
Friedmann urged people not to come 
to New York but to wait until govern­ 
ment tests of his remedy have been 
completed. 
“Do not come to New York at the 
present time,” says the statement. 
“Stay home and keep your patience. 
It will not be long before you have 
the 
opportunity 
of receiving my 
treatment. A trip to this city would 
consume your strength and vitality. 
So do not come, because I can now 
treat only those sufferers selected by 
the government physician.”

to regulate the prices charged by 
any competing public utilities, ac­ 
cording to the following section: 
“Upon a complaint made against 
any public utility by any mercantile, 
agricultural or

nicipal organization or by ten per­ 
sons, firms or corporations or asso­ 
ciations, or ten complainants of all 
or any aforementioned classes, or by 
any public utility, that any of the 
rates, tolls, charges or schedules or 
any joint rate or rates in which such 
petitioner is directly interested are in 
any respect unreasonable or unjustly 
discriminatory, or that any regula­ 
tion, measurement, practice or act J 
whatsoever affecting or 
relating to 
the service of any public utility or 
any service in connection therewith 
is in any respect unreasonable, un­ 
safe insufficient or unjustly discrim­ 
inatory or that any service i^ inad­ 
equate or can not be obtained, the 
commission shall proceed, 
with

without notice, to make such investi­ 
gation as it may deem necessary or 
convenient.

Windstorm Causes Considerable Dam- 


age in Rush County But No 


Accidents Occurred. 


SMALL DAMAGE IN RUSHVILLE 


Window Glasses Blown in And One 


House is Unroofed—Loss of 


Life in State. 


On this, the day that spring .was 


supposed to be officially ushered in, 
a gale of great ferocity blew and 
whipped itself into a fury, and caused 
thousands of dollars worth of dam- 
age all over Rush county. 


All of the loss reported was of 


property. No one in the county was 
injured by falling limbs or pieces of 
roofs and sheds that were blown 
about at random by the strong wind. 


The cold wave, which was predic- 


ted for this morning, and which came 
according to schedule, is to 'be suc- 
ceeded by warmer weather tomorrow. 
There is still some hope entertained 
by people who are planning for their 
part in the Easter parade that they 
will not be disappointed. 


The weather bureau said yesterday 


there would be a drop of thirty de- 
grees between last night and this 
morning at seven o'clock. Instead 
the cold wave was a little late in ar- 
riving in Rushville. The mercury re- 
corded the same temperature 
this 


morning as it did yesterday morning 
jit seven o'clock, 55 degrees above. 
-But within four hours this morning 
there had been a drop of fifteen de- 
grees. The temperature remained 
stationary at forty dgrees the re- 
mainder of the day. 


Probably the greatest damage done 


in the county was on B. F. Miller's 
farm two miles southeast of Glen- 
wood. The roof of the house on the 
farm was lifted off and scattered to 
the four winds. Clayton Spacey is 
the tenant on the farm. 


The minatuve cyclone hit the house 


about seven o'clock while the mem- 
bers of the family were still indoors. 
None of them was hurt which is con- 
sidered rather miraculous. A dense 
woods lies to the north and the west 
of the house, aud it is thought that 
a suction was caused by this, which 
resulted iu the roof being lifted off. 


Mr. Miller had $200 cyclone insur- 


ance on the house, which will cover 
the loss. The roofs were blown off 
«f five com sheds on the farm and 
trees were blown down and other 
slight damage done in the vicinity. 


Mail}' of the county telephone lines 


were in trouble today because of the 
high wind and the reports of the 
•damage 
are 
necessarily meagre. 


There was not a telephone line in the 
county on which one or more poles 
were not blown down. 


In many parts of the county large 


trees were uprooted but the damage 
.to buildings was not very great. 
'There were several instances where 
the roofs of small outbuildings were 
blown off and parts of the roofs of 
-larger buildings were scattered. 


The velocity of the wind increased 


.as the morning progressed here in 
Rushville. It was abated about ten 
o'clock and gradually grew weaker 
. as the day wore on. A few trees 
here'in the city were blown down.

were blown off and smashed. Several 
window glasses were blown out by

No Doubt But That Public Utilities 


Commission is Given Power 


to Adjust Conditions. 


SUCH AS EXIST IN RUSHVILLE THEY CAN'T SELL BY BULK NOW 


Need of Agreement Among Local 


Companies Would Be Done Away 


With Regulations. 


That the public service commission 


of Indiana, when it begins its en- 
forcement of the public utility com- 
mission act, will regulate. the gas 
prices of Rushville, is the impression 
that has been gained by many people. 


The wide variance in the price of 


natural gas—one company charging 
40 cents a thousand and the other 
;wo 15 cents a thousand—is a con- 
dition the regulation of which the 
utility law was passed. The com- 
mission will have the power, it is 
interpreted by the" law, to either 
raise the rates or lower the rates. 


Some question has been raised 


whether the commission will have" the 
power to disregard existing city fran- 
chises and contracts. There is little 
doubt in the minds of Rushville at- 
;omeys who have read the act but 


;hat 
the commission will not be bound 


>y any city contract for franchise. 
They argue that if the 'commission's 
lands were so tied, the act would- be 
vorthless. 


The Rushville Natural Gas com- 


>any has a franchise which will not 
expire for many years and 
which 


daces no limit on the pifee which 
may be charged for gas. 
The com- 


mission could not make the charge 
>y all gas companies equal unless 
t was empowered to disregard city 
'ranchises or contracts. 


It is being pointed out that anoth- 


r condition existing here can be done 
iway with by the state commission. 
?his is the agreement made by the 
hree gas companies that they will 
not take a patron from a competing 
ompany even though the 
patron 


makes demand. 


But there would be no occasion for 


he commission to compel gas com- 
panies to do away with the agree- 
ment, which is considered illegal, if 
he rates were ' equalized. Patrons, 
'or instance, would not desire 
to 


change, as they, do now, for a 40 
ent company to a 15 cent one, be- 
cause the rate charged by all would 
>e the same. 


There was a time in Rushville when 


he gas companies took on every pa- 
ron that demanded a change from 
one company to the other. It was a 
'cut-throat'" game from start to 
iuish and the gas companies fought 
ike so many cats, and dogs. 
But 


hey finally arrived at the conclusion 
hat they were wasting a lot of mon- 
ey by continually changing patrons 
'rom one company to another. In 
some cases they had connected a 
ransient consumer up until he moved 
nto another property, and if that 
property were not connected with 
he gas company he desired, the com- 
pany would have to pipe the property 


forthwith. 
• 


When the companies realized they 


were spending a lot of money for 
what they considered nothing in re- 
turn, they reached a '"gentleman's" 
agreement not to take 
'rom a competitor. 


About ten years ago there was a 


movement on foot to combine the 
three gas companies into a compact 
whole and divide the dividends ac- 
cording to the investment.

In other words, the 
dealer in ice shall require payment 
not for the ice which leaves his plant, 
>ut the actual delivery made to the 
consumer."

aetitioner is directly interested are in 
any respect unreasonable or unjustly 
discriminatory, or that any regula- 
tion, measurement, practice or act 
whatsoever affecting or relating to 
the service of any public -utility or 
any service in connection therewith 
is in any respect unreasonable, un- 
safe insufficient or unjustly discrim- 
inatory or that any service is inad-: 


equate or can not be obtained, the' 
commission shall proceed, with or' 
without notice, to make such investi- 
gation as it may deem necessary or 
convenient. But no order affecting 
said rates, tolls, charges, schedules, 
regulations, measurements, practice 
or act complained of, shall be enter- 
ed by the commission without a for- 
mal public hearing." 


The .section of the act 
further 


clinches the- thing so that there 
seems to be no doubt but that the 
commission has the power to change 
the gas situation here: 


"Whenever, upon an investigation, 


the commission shall find any rates, 
tolls, charges, schedules, 
or jjpint 


rate" 01*rates to-be unjust, unreason- 
able, insufficient' or unjustly indis- 
"criminatory or to be preferential, or 
otherwise iii violation of any of the 
provisions of this act, the commis- 
sion shall determine and by order 
fix just and reasonable rates, tolls, 
charges, schedules or joint rates to 
be imposed, observed and followed iu 
the future in lieu of those fonM to 
be unjust, unreasonable, insufficient 
or unjustly discriminatory or prefer- 
ential or otherwise in violation of 
any of the provisions of this acfeV

Purdue Experiment Station Does 


Wonderful'Work For Farmers 


of Indiana. 


SERUM TREATMENT SUCCESS 


Soil Department is Meeting. With 


Constantly Growing Popularity 
—Treatment Brings Results. 


Comparatively few Indiana far- 


mers realize the full scope and value 
of the work that is done each year 
by the Purdue University Agricultur- 
al Experiment Station, but the 25th 
annual report of the Station recently 
issued by Director Arthur Gos's re- 
veals some astonishing 
facts 
and 


figures concerning the 
institution's 


wide range of activities. Many dif- 
ferent agricultural problems seriously 
affecting Indiana agriculture 
have 


been satisfactorily dealt with 
and 


information of the utmost value to 
the farmers of the state has been 
obtained by research and experimen- 
tation: Results derived in this work 
have been put to practical use and 
have been of untold benefit to such 
farmers as have taken advantage of 
the valuable aid offered them. The 
Agricultural 
Extension 
department 


has done much to get these results 
before the people and the Experiment 
Station's publication and mailing 
bureau has broken all records in .the 
extent of its output during the year. 


Despite a severe handicap impose.d 


upon thp Station by reason of a hur- 
ricane which destroyed buildings and 
ruined much important experimental 
work then in progress the year's 
record of accomplishments surpassed 
that of any previous year and the 
benefits conferred upon the farmers 
of the state have exceeded those of 
any other period in corresponding de- 
gree. 
The different branches or ag- 


riculture with which the' Experiment 
Station has dealt include Animal 
Husbandry, Dairying, Horticulture, 
Soils and crops, Veterinary Science, 
Botanical, Chemical and Entomolo- 
gical research. In addition to this 
the feed and fertilizer control work, 
the production "of hog cholera serum 
and special" soil experiments 
have 


been unusually exterisive. 


The' serum treatment for hog 


cholera as practiced by the Station.is 
proving very successful. 
A new 


building costing $7,000 has been pro- 
viding for accommodation of hogs 
used in the preparation, of the serum 
and for some of the labratory work 
connected therewith,. Up to the time 
the animal report was compiled 150,- 
000 hogs have been treated in the 
state with serum prepared by 
the 


Station. 
These have nearly all been 


in herds already infected with chol- 
era. Without treatment a large por- 
tion of those hogs undoubted would 
have died. By means of the treat- 
ment about 95 per cent were saved. 
Assuming that 
the loss, without 


treatment, would have been 
but 50 


per cent which is a very low estimate, 
the saving by reason of the treatment 
was 45 per cent, or 67.500 animals. 
At an average of $10 a head these 
would be worth $675,000. From this 
it can be seen that the serum treat- 
ment for hogs-is decidedly worth 
while and is saving the swine grow- 
ers of the state much money. 


The Station is not yet able to pro- 


duce enough serum to supply the de- 
mand although the production at this 
time is much greater than ever before. 
It was recommended by the Station 
and State Swine Breeders Associa- 
tion that means be furnished by the 
state for the employment of field 
men to visit the swine breeders in the 
different sections, apply the serum 
and give instruction in regard to the 
proper care of hogs, this to be sup- 
plemented by the passage of-quaran- 
tine laws. Acting.upon these recom- 
mendations the last Legislature made 
an appropriation for such 'field men 
under the directions of the Station 
and enacted some excellent quaran- 
tine laws to be Administered by the 
State Veterinarian.
